But the MeGill 
coach and some of hi.s phiyers were e.\'po.<:(>fl to a 
verbal barrage of foul language ami vile epithets 
solely because of their nationality or religion. To

associated with moronic narrow-niinded bigots 
found nniver.'-ally.

Marxists by the dialectic of the 
grade school. 

By 'Red baiting.* however, we 
mean the good old lar-and-feather, 
ride-'cm-on-a-rail stuff and the less 
picturesque, but no less vicious 
niiir.ll rqiiiv»lriits: krcpinic thpni 
nut (if Jobs and universities, snip- 
Ini; at llirm unfairly In cnilrRc 
and metropnlltan press and the 
many other ways in whirh a 
man's life ran be made more dif- 
rieult, because we disagree with 
his beliefs. 

A phychiatri.'t once rcm;irlted 
how long and terrible is the list 
irt persecutions that men have i 
wrought upon other men 'for their 
own good.* He mentioned the 
spread of Mohammedanism, the In- 
quisition, shettocs, Jim Crow laws, 
concentration camps (with their 
slopan "Arbeit macht fre"> and the 
delibci-flte starvation by the Com- 
munist Central Government of mil- 
lions of Ugralnian peasants. All of 
these atrocities have been Justified 
by their apologists and many were 
in fact committed by sincere fan- 
atics as attempts to Impress upon 
their fellow men the error of their 
ways and to brine them into the 
true fold. Often, too. this supposed 
proselytizing is pure self-deccp-| 
tion: thus, the phrase "that'll teach, 
them a lesson" is rarely used in the 
sense of liberal education. 

The growth of the 'Red' move- 
ment In western countries has 
been a complex phenomenon. 
There Is a high moral conlenl In 
the (eaehlnga of Marx and Engels, 
which found and continues to find 
a ready response In onr society, 
with Its Christian beliefs and 
democratic values. Marx said that 
the conditions under which men 



worked In the British industries 
of his day were wrong, and, no 
matter what we may think of the 
concepts he evolved to explain 
hotv this exploitation eame about 
and what should be done about 
it, we must agree with him, or 
reject the ethical basis of our 
civilisation. I believe that It is 
this original protest against the 
exploitation ot one man by an- 
other M-hieh has given Commun- 
ism the power to which It has 
long forfeited its moral right. Be- 
tween the wars, Moscow became 
the Mecca for many who wished 
(n make effecth-e protest against 
certain conditions of living In the 
West (as John Doa Passes de- 
srrilies in his trilogy <i;.S.A.') as 
well as in the East, where we are 
still reaping the whirlwind. 
There is no need to argue at 
length that the exploitation of one 
man by another in the Soviet 
Union is probably as great as un- 
der the condition against which 
Marx protested. Marx said that 
"each man should receive accord- 
ing to his need;" Stalin has amend- 
ed this to "each shall receive ac- 
cordinK to his ability to produce" 
and thus, in one sentence, destroy- 
ed the effect of Communisms moral 
protest against the treatment of the 
worker under the capitalist system. 
Trotsky wrote, shortly before his 
assassination, that the difference in 
levels of Income in the U.S.S.R. 
was probably greater than in the 
United States. As a 'Communist 
animal in George Orwell's 'Animal 
Farm' put it: "All animals arc 
equni, but some arc more equal 
than others." This change in moral 
values is probably inevitable in any 
society which believes that the end 
justifies the means employed to 
attain it. This may well be a warn- 
ing to any society which "tempor- 
arily" suspends the working of its 
own conscience, even for a little 
harmless 'Red-baiting.'

George Schick 



After thinking over my inter- 
view with George Schick, I realize 
somewhate belatedly that during 
our discussion I really learned very 
little about the eventful past of the 
man who has bccoine the perma- 
nent conductor of the Little Sym- 
phony Orchestra of Montreal. 

Of course I learned that he 
studied the piano, violin, and con- 
ducting in his native Prague; that 
he is an accomplished pianist as 
well as conductor; that he is con-' 
ducting hi.s own opera company in 
Miami; that he conducted the or-^ 
cheslra for Richard Taubcr's i 
Broadway production ot "Land of{ 
Smites;" that he has been busy 
with his music every moment of his 
life, but all this did not impress me 
as much as his immense vitality. 

Mr. Schick had not hocii in Mont- 
real more than forty-eight hoiiis 
when I spoke to him. The first ques- 
tions he asked me were abotit Mont- 
real's musical life. Then he men- 
tioned some of his ambitions in this 
direction. 

If tlic committee of the Little 
.Symphony have foresight enough to 
let Mr. Schick carry out but n fr.ic- 
tinnofhls plans. Montrcali's musical 
i activity will once again thrive— with 
the Little Symphony as its centre. 

Here are a few of the things Mi- 
Schick has In mind if his plans are 
carried through. 

He is very interested in iiaviiig 
the students to hi.s concerts— ;o 
much fo that he would like to pro- 
sent student matinees with soloisKs 
and present such works as Pach 
Cantatas in their original form and 
Carlo Menotti's The Medium— the 
latter Mr, Schick tells me has been 
scored for n Little Sympliony. 
Mr. Schick also told mc tliat he 



was the originator of the idea of 
the Little Symphony In Prague. His 
orchestra gave free open air con- 
certs, similar to our chalet con- 
certs, at which the music for the 
.«mail orclio.'.lrns was rescued from 
the obscurity into which it had

I wifh to add my emphatic sup- 
port to the comment of Mr. New- 
man in yesterday's Daily under the 
titic of Student Forum. He has, I 
think, ably stated the case of wide- 
spread opinion of the Campus on 
the subject of the deprivation of 
financial support from many of the 
minor sports. The action ot the 
Athletics Council in curtailing the 
budget of the Rugger, Soccer and 
Sailing Clubs may and probably 
will have the effect of ending their 
existence at McGill. 

These sports while admittedly 
they Interest a minority of the stu- 
dents at McGill receive whole 
hearted support and enthusiasm 
from a sizeable proportion of the 
University and of course, they oc- 
casionally win their games, some- 
thing which can rarely be said of 
our more 'senior' teams. There is 
one facet of the situation with re- 
gard to the Rugger team which h 
relatively unknown to the campus 
generally and which is extremely 
pertinent to this issue. Last year 
the University of New Brunswick 



requested' that the McGill Rugger 
team play an exhibition game in 
Moncton. 

Rugger, is of course the major 
sport In the Maritimes and such a 
game would have done much in rais- 
ing enthusiasm both here and at 
U.N.B. The expenses of the trip, 
however were too much for the 
Athletics Council and the offer was 
refused. Whereupon, U.N.B. offered 
first in put up about three hundred 
dollars and secondly to raise the 
ante to get the McGill team to go 
tn Moncton, and still the trip was 
refused and eventually the whole 
thing was cancelled. To my mind 
this state of affairs reflects n shock- 
ing intolciancc of other sports on 
the part of the Council and a truly 
remarkable short sightedness and 
stubborncss. 

The cost of running these minor 
sports must be ridiculously small 
since both the Rugger team and the 
Soccer team make only one trip a 
\car. And now the Council would 
make one trip every two years! If 
this is allowed to pass, McGill will 
be the laugh of Varsity. Surely Old 
McGill is not reduced to such pica- 
yune economies, that she would 
deny these sports, for the sake of 
the odd dollar.
